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1 . Claims 95, 99, and 102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A. The instant claims 95, 99, and 102 recite tradenames. The manufacturer is under 
no obligation to continue manufacture of these products nor to manufacture the same 
thing under these tradenames. A discontinuance or change in the composition of the 
products identified by tradenames in the instant claims renders the instant claims 
meaningless. See MPEP 2173.05(u) Trademarks or Trade Names in a Claim 
The presence of a trademark or trade name in a claim is not, per se, improper under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, but the claim should be carefully analyzed to determine 
how the mark or name is used in the claim. It is important to recognize that a trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. 
Thus a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with 
the trademark or trade name. See definitions of trademark and trade name in MPEP § 
608.01 (v). A list of some trademarks is found in Appendix I. 

If the trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of the 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982).

3. Claims 91-104 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-11 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6600142 Ryan et aL This is a 
double patenting rejection. 

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
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1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

5. Claims 91-104 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6600142 Ryan et al.. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because, although there is a scope 
difference between some of the claims, it is such that the ordinary skilled artisan would 
have readily envisioned the instantly claimed invention from the claimed invention of the 
patentee because using the instantly claimed parameters as those of the patented 
claims would have given only predictable results.
